Nearly one million men were re­ 
ported to have poured down from 
the north to reinforce a broad arc 
extending from Shanghai to Can­ 
ton.

Formosa itself

The Nationalist air force said 
Communist MIC,IS* took off from 
the mainland today when one wave 
of Nationalist bombers flew to Na 
tien.

The spring forest fire “ season” 
is about to begin 
State Forester Emo Nuuttila add 
ed up his records 
for southern 
Illinois forest 
fires in 1954 and 
cam e up with 344 fires covering 
38.976 acres 
Fire losses 
were 
placed at *247 74X 
The state was a bit lucky last 
fall, 
Nuuttila 
said, 
for fall and 
winter rains cut fires to a low 
level 
Only about nine serious fires oc­ 
curred in the fall season The rest 
were in the spring and tinder dry 
summer.

Lane Urges Precautions 
The worst of the spring season 
comes from mid February to late 
March, 
with 
f a r m e r s 
the worst 
offenders It’s easy for a brush or 
field fire to get out of control when 
the necessary precautions aren't 
taken. Lane said 
“The 
precautions 
are simple 
enough 
Best 
rule 
for 
burning 
brush is to choose a day when 
humidity is high and the wind is 
low. and start the fire late in the 
afternoon rather than in tile middle 
of the day.” Lane said. 
There are other causes of forest 
fires too. but in the spring they 
are few. com pared to the debris 
burners. In the fall more fires are 
started by careless smokers, cam p ­ 
ers. hunters, motorists, and even 
sparks from locomotives.

tive acts, that arbitrarily separate 
men are against the human fami­ 
ly,” the message said 
‘‘If they 
are against the family, they are 
opposed to the will of the Father. 
lf they are 
against 
God. then, 
whatever may be the basos for 
them—ignorance, fear, prejudice. 
or aught else—they are sin. 
“Racial prejudice in any and all 
forms is contrary to the will and 
the design of God. Racial preju­ 
dice. with the long series of un 
happy incidents that flow from it, 
is not merely bad, unfortunate, un­ 
righteous—it is sin. Let this teach 
ing be proclaimed. He who wrongs 
his brother, sins against God "

President E i s e n h o w e r 
sought and won from Ccitt* 
irreal support for use of our 
armed forces in the broad de­ 
fence of Formosa.

could he, the power to decide 
whether those forces shall be 
used in any other fashion in 
the Far East. 
That must be his decision, 
and his alone, as it was his to 
speak in the first place and 
warn the Communist world 
through resolutions endorsed 
by Congress. 
This President, like any oth­ 
er, may invite and listen to 
advice from many men. 
But 
in the end, they can only ad­ 
vise. 
They 
go 
away 
and 
leave him to himself. 
And 
he, plunged into a loneliness 
none of us can likely imagine, 
must search the counsels of 
his own mind for the answers 
the world awaits. 
It is an 
awesome burden, and no man 
on earth can share it with 
him. 


Population Gains 


Some of the Am erican people 
may think the population experts 
are talking through their haw when 
they predict a U. S. population of 
220 m illions by 1975. 
But the fig­ 
ures for 1954 certainly make the 
experts look good. 
Last year the num ber of Am er­ 
icans increased by 2,830,000, the 
largest yearly gain in the country’s 
entire history. 
For eight straight 
years, we have added more than 
2.500,000 people annually to the 
population. 
How do these astonishing figures 
come about? 
In the first place, in 1954 we had 
around 4,060,000 births, the most 
in any year on record. 
Secondly, 
tentative indications are thai the 
death rate dropped to an all time 
low of 9.2 per 1000 population 


THE great boom in births is by 
now an old story. 
Not so well ap­ 
preciated 
i> this continuing im­ 
provem ent in the national health, 
as reflected by declining death 
rates. 
The death rate has now 
been below I O per I OOO for seven 
successive years, an especially not­ 
able thing in the light of Ila' steady 
rise in the proportion of older folk 
in the .American population 
In addition to these factor.. of 
course, we get each year a small 
increm ent from immigration. 
Last 
year it came to some 200,000 
But obviously, in projecting pop 
ulation prospects for the next two 
decades and beyond, the experts 
are deeply impressed by the con­ 
tinuing rem arkable trends in birth 
and death rates 


TRENDS are not sure-fire. They 
can be radically altered by unfore­ 
seen factors 
Another great war, 
a real depression, such cataclysmic 
events could upset all predictions 
W orld W ar ll and its afterm ath 
certainly threw out oi tile window 
the experts forecasts made during 
the 1930’s. 
As a sidelight on the gains that 
have brought our present po pula 
tion total to approxim ately 164 mil 
lion, it is interesting to note that 
the Pacific Coast slates still are 
clim bing at a rate higher than the 
national average, though not as fast 
as during the 1940 s. 
Florida is 
still pushing upward with gains of 
around 6 per cent a year. three 
lim es the U S average 
Nevada 
and Arizona have even higher rates 
of increase, but they start from a 
low total population base 
Let s hope that our planners, 
from the W hite House down to 
dusty little township offices, are 
reading these figures and acting 
upon them ,
